Registration at the university 
for the ensuing quarter, however, will 
‘be held at the loop offices guring the 
holidays. 
Epidemic Mild, Kegel Says. 

University authorities are believed 
to have acted as a result of the infiu- 
enza record of Wednesday, when 415 
new cases of the disease and ten 
deaths resulting from it were reported 
to the city healfh department. Health 
Commissioner Arnold H. Kegel said 
yesterday that the present outbreak 
need not cause any alarm, however, 
eharacterizing it as “a mild epidemic | 
of mild influenza.” He said that many 
of the cases being reported are severe 
colds or, at worst, only mild attacks

Bill Asks $25,000,000 to 
Fight It. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.—(P)— | 
Surgeon General Hugh S. Cumming, 
after conferring with the “board of 
strategy’ he appointed to make 
study of the influenza epidemic, today | 
'made public a program of precaution 

to aid in combating the disease. At 
wth same time he emphasized the hope 
of preventing its spread was an illu- 
sive one. 

Cases reported today atood at 41,063 
and the belief continued among public 
health officials that these cases repre- 
sent not more than one-fifth of the act 
ual ones. 

The surgeon general’s program of 
precaution recommended the isolation 
of recognized and suspected cases, 
avoiding contact with crowds, and the 
treatment of cases at home rather 
than in hospitals. 


Frowns on Masks. 

All of these suggestions were qual- 
ified with the clause “if possible.” 
Gen. Cumming doubted the effective- 
ness of closing city schools and of 
wearing influenza masks. 

Meanwhile, congress took cogniz- 
ance of the epidemic, Representative 


| Charles G. Edwards [Dem.,Ga.], in- 


troducing a bill to authorize an ap- 
propriation of $25,000,000 for use by 
the surgeon general to combat the out- 
break. The measure would make this 
sum available immediately, permitting 
the surgeon general to add to his force 


a sufficient number of physicians and* 


other personnel to carry on the work 
in conjunction with state, county, and 
municipal authorities. 

The “board of strategy,’’ composed 
of Dr. G. W. McCoy, Dr. W. H. 
Frost, and Dr. J. P. Leake, tele- 
graphed physicians on the west coast 
asking for information regarding the 
clinical aspects of the cases treated. 
Responses have been brief, they an- 


j; nounced, bringing only the informa- 


tion that cases thus far seem to be 
milder than those of the 1918 epi- 
demic, and that symptoms are “ less 
distinctive.” 

Attendants IIL 

Increases in personnel and expendi- 
tures to meet influenza epidemics in 
three marine hospitals were author- 
ized by the surgeon general today in 
response to appeals reporting a hos- 
pital library converted into emergency 
wards, and outbreaks among hospital 
attendants. 

Dr. J. W. Tappan, in charge of the 
marine hospital®’ at Fort Stanton,

They were the gawks and 
gossips of Salem and the hysteria produced by 
the devilish little girls who claimed to be be- 
witched caught them because they were the half 
wits and incompetents of the village. 
They were not many in number and they were 
mostly of no @ccount, but they have identified 
: Saiem for American history for over two hundred 
years as nothing else in Massachusetts could have 
: done. Popular legend still insists that they were 
burned. They were only hanged, It was after 
‘trial conducted in accordance with legal practice. 
The people of Salem did not invent new law or 
' give a ferocious administration of it. There had 
been. Many worse cases in Europe and even after 
Salem came shuddering out of its hysterical de- 
bauch there were later cases in Europe. Salem 
did not invent a ferocity, but merely did the ac- 
customed lega! thing to protect itself against what 
was regarded as a deathly community danger. 
But that savagery and ferocity, mitigated as it 
was by aceepted legal doctrines and general re- 
ligious beliefs, has tainted the name of Salem and 
will continue to taint it. : 
Salem is where they “ burned” the witches and 
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they send people to prison for life for possession 
or sale of intoxicating liquor. If Lansing and

BLACK LUNGS AND THE 
SMOKE PALL. 


Health Commissioner Kegel displays in his office 
one pair of lungs removed from a late nonresident 
of Chicago and another removed from a late 
‘resident of this city. The late nonresident’s lungs 

are of a grayish color, while those of the late resi- 
dent are black. One breathed the smoke laden 
‘air of Chicago and his lungs accumulated carbon 
| particles. ‘The other escaped the gray days in 
‘Chicago, and his lungs are not contaminated. 

| ‘That the health of the community is damaged 
by smoke has been observed and eT. 
before by medical authorities. Susceptibility to 
the minor as well as to the more serious disturb 
‘ances of the nose, throat, and lungs is definitely 
increased by subjection to air with a high carbon 
content. What Dr. Kegel has accomplished is a 
graphic affirmation of this fact at a time when a 
reorganization of the city’s smoke control agencies 
is in prospect. It is convincing evidence that 
the interest of the individual is no less directly 
involved in the matter of smoke and what the 
city does about it than he is in taxation. It is not 
an academic question. It is vital and immediate. 

The city council has now before it the revision 
of the smoke control program. It was made an 
adjunct of the boiler inspector’s department, and 
violations of the smoke ordinance have not been 
prosecuted, and there has been a complete absence 
of any leadership to encourage private initiative 
in abating the nuisance. This official disinterested- 
ness the aldermen now undertake to overcome. 
Several methods of enforcement are proposed, one 
an independent smoke abatement bureau. That 
does not seem advisable or necessary. There 
is no apparent reason why it should not go back 
to the héalth department. It is agreed that it 
must be removed from the authority of Boiler In- 
spector Nye. Under whatever agency it shall be 
placed, the anti-smoke campaign should be con- 
ducted vigorously as a health measure, an objec- 
tive which will attract greater support than con- 
siderations of the economic waste in the smoke 
pall or its oppressive ugliness. 


BONUS FOR BABIES. 


Premier Mussolini has extended his program 
for populating Italy. As a reward and induce- 
ment he has offered a bonus for large families. 
The sum is not large enough to encourage the 
rearing of a family as an occupation. It is in- 
tended as a form of moral recognition, as a nom- 
inal prize for patriotism. 

Il Duce is not guided Malthusian principle. 
If he were seeking a balance between food sup- 
ply and consumers in Italy he would advocate 
birth restriction. For the country’s soil does not 
sustain its population. Mussolini knows it. He 
has attempted to remedy the condition by coercive 
Measures to stimulate farm production. The 
agrarian laws of Lucinus and Sextius he is revis- 
ing and reénacting in an attempt to manipulate 
the arithmetic end of the Malthus formula, at the 
same time tinkering with the geo:.etric population 
factor. But Mussolini is not concerned with the 
refinements of economy as an abstraction. What 
he wants is more Italians to be supported as 
far as possible by Italian soil in order to reduce 
imports, the restrictions of production, however, 
not to limit the population. It is an imperialistic 
conception. It is a project to create an economic 
necessity of expansion. Mussolini is swatting the 
ball over the back field fence and the outfield will 
have to be extended. 


PROGRESSIVE PROHIBITION. 
[Akron Beacon-Journal ] 

There are things in life if one is conscientious 
that he must do even though he fully realizes at the 
time that his work is perfectly futile. The Beacon- 
Journal regarded the eighteenth amendment as an 
innovation totally at variance with every principle 
upon which constitutional government is founded. 
It looked upon “ the noble experiment ” as a chimera 
that never could be anything else, and while we 
hoped that we might be wrong we have felt it to be 
a duty to follow the development of the thing, in no 


changing conditions, but simply as a journalistic 
task of keeping before the public what is happening | 
on the subject. | | 
In this spirit then we must call up the develop- 
ments in the appropriations committee in congress 
during the last few days. The demand was $42,000,-. 
000 for the next year’s enforcement program. Rep- 
ntative Hardy asked Dr. Doran if that sum 
would not be only enough to just scratch the sur- 
face. Dr. Doran replied that such was the case. 
In fact, he said to do a thorough job would require 
$300,000,000 a year and federal courts in every town 
and hamlet of the country! So we are gradually 
getting down to realities. In the first year of pro- 
hibition Mr. Wheeler assured congress that the cost 
of enforcement would grow gradually smaller. That 
year less than $5,000,000 was asked. Nine years 
later we have gotten to $42,000,000, which it is 
admitted will not scratch the surface, And that it 
will take $300,000,000 a year to do the job! 
However, if any one believes that $300,000,000 will 
be enough we invite him to study the further 
testimony of Dr. Doran, who at this same hearing 
admitted that nothing could be done’ to stop the 
flow of liquor from Canada unless we could nego- 
tiate a treaty whereby Canada would undertake to 
help us enforce the law! This is again getting close 
to the facts and we begin to see what must be done. 
Once we said we cannot have prohibition fm a 
state when a wet state adjoins us. Now we are 
saying we cannot enforce our dry law so long as a 
wet country adjoins us. But we have our prohi- 
bition amd we are going to keép it. Indeed, the 
American taxpayer does not care what it costs, 
He knows, of course, tht the whole thing is a farce, 
but he rather likes the idea of having te scout 
around after his liquor while telling his reighbor 
te obey the law and be a good citizen.

PNEUMONIA SERUM. 
$a result of several years’ study, 
Dr. W. H. Park and associates 
think we now have a fairly suc 
cessful serum for the treatment 
of pneumonia. It is known as Felton’s 
serum, or some similar name. * Last 
spring Dr. Park said that two manu- 
facturers ‘expected to have the serum on

‘The serum has the advantage over 
previously used pneumonia sera in thas 
it causes no chill, no rash, nor any 
other kind of reaction, or, rather, the 
proportion of cases in which there is 
reaction is small and the reaction Is 
slight.

As soon as the diagnosis is made the 
use of a mixed or polyvalent serum is 
begun. Meanwhile, the sputum has been 
sent to the laboratory to determine 
what type of pneumonia coccus is the 
cause of this particular case. This is 
generally discovered within 24 hours. As 
soon as this is known, the use of the 
mixed serum is stopped and a serum for 
that particular type of pneumococcus is 
substituted. 
One promising discovery is that this 
serum seems to be fairly effective in 
the late and very bad cases of pneu- 
monia—the toxic or septic type. 
The physicians hope for further im- 
provement in this serum. For one 
thing, they hope to find a serum which 
will destroy not one but all the types; 
of pneumococci that circulate in the 
blood of a case of bad pneumonia. They 
hope that they can get a preparation 
which, at the same time, will. give no 
reactions to any one. 


Dr. Park publishes statistics which 
show that in three New York hospitals 
the death rate from pneumonia has been 
cut in half by the use of this serum. 

It is more efficient against pneumonias 
due to certain types of pneumococci 
than it is in others. Meanwhile, a group 
of physicians in three hospitals, two in 
New York and one in Chicago, report 
their reSults in treating pneumonia with 
vaccines. Speaking in a general way, 
their results are about fifty -per cent 
better than they are in the Park series. 
It is not wise to draw final conclusions, 
however. In both series the number of 
cases treated is less than a thousanu 
and pneumonia varies in severity from 
year to year and from place to place.

of friends. 

Of course, it would have been no 
Giplomatie achievement ai all to have 
the Army team alone exempted from 
a three year rule.

The Army is one of 
the institutions which have the whole 
country to choose from and the Navy 
is the only one that. ever raised any 
question regarding the length of foot- 
ball service seen by certain of the 
cadets.

Duck Hunters 
Favor Larger 


Bore Shotguns 


BY BOB BECKER. 
' The 1928 duck season has brought 
the contest between the 12 gauge and 
the 20 gauge guns into the limelight 


While on 8 or 10 short duck hunting 
trips this fall, we checked the guns 
used and talked to gunners regarding 
choice of shotguns. During all of 


we saw only two 20 gauge shot- 
guns in action. The user of one of 
these guns sat alongside one of the 
12 gauge boys and shot everi or better 
than his hunting pals. But it was 
significant that the proportion of 
20’s to 12’s was small. , 

Although the smaller arm is grow- 
ing in popularity, apparently the 12 
bore still is the choice of the majgrity 
of duck hunters. This continues de- 
spite the fact that the 20 will do the 
job of the 12 gauge except in two 
situations: Trap shooting and long 
range duck and goose hunting. 

In duck shooting over decoys a 
good shot ought te be able to tumble 
his birds just as well with the smaller 
bore as with the larger. From oup 
experience with the 20 in snipe, quail, 
grouse, dove, and chicken hunting, 
we are ready to hand it the blue ril- 


ting, easy to handle, gun. ! 

We have found only one duck 
shooting section where the 20 is the 
favorite arm. This is the coastal 
marsh region of Louisiana. A few sea- 
sons ago when we hunted down there, 
we didn’t see a 12.

Unite to Give 
Hospital Care 


Slight Fee 


Group Fund to Provide 
14 DaysFree. 


’ No longer must one be very rich or 
very poor to afford hospital care if a 
codéperative plan worked out by the 
Civic Hospital association of Chicago, 
a new organization incorporated not 
for profit, is successful. 

The codperative plan was made pub- 
lic yesterday at the first meeting of 
its board of directors at the Palmer 
house. There Mrs. Ethel , Kincaid 
Greenbaum, president of the associa- 
tion, presided. Members of the board 
include Mrs. George Bass, Mrs. Jacob 
Baur, and Mrs. Lampert O. Wile, who 
are. vice presidents; Mrs. | Irving 
Stern, who is financial secretary; 
David R. Forgan, who is treasurer; 
F G. Knight, who is executive sec- 
retary. Other members are E. J. 
Brundage, Philip R. Clark, S. J. Dun- 


Myers, Mrs. Walter Seymour, Boet- 
tius Sullivan, and M. S. Greenbaum. 


“The plan calls for the. formation 
of an association with yearly dues of 
$18,"’ explained Mrs. Greenbaum, who 
has been working on. the plan for the 
last four years. ‘“‘ The members—and 
we hope for 3,000—will be guaranteed 
fourteen. days’ care each year in an 
approved hospital. 

“The organization willybe self-sup- 
porting. There will be no financial 
drives or donations. It is purely a co- 
operative plan for persons between 
the ages of 16 and 70 years who are 
in good health. No medical examina- 
tion is required, though persons af- 
flicted with hernia, tuberculosis, alco- 


holism, drug habits, chronic appendi-' 


citis, mental or venereal diseases are 
not eligible. Admission of members 
to the hospital must be on the advice 
of a doctor holding. his M. D. degree 
from an accepted medical school and 
licensed by the state.” | 

There are two classes of dues, Mrs. 
Greenbaum explained. One carries a 
charge of $1.50 a month,. payable in 
advance or monthly, in which the 


}member can receive free hospital care 


in a private room for not to exceed 
fourteen days a year for illnesses ac- 
cepted as hospital cases. The other 
class, $1.35 a month, the membér can 
receive care in a semi-private room. 
Patients in both classes receive board, 
care by the floor nurse, ordinary medi- 
cines, use of the operating room, use 
of the delivery room, and routine labo- 
ratory examination. 

“ The new plan will relieve the hos- 
pitals of semi-charity, bad debts, and 
create a self-respect among a good 
many people,” stated Mrs. Green- 
baum. 

Among the

Mr. Ford recalled that Thomas A. 
Edison, his close friend, never “ had 
any money until he got so much he 
couldn't spent it.” 

“If you want to make a real 
story,” he continued, “instill in the 
minds of the young men that they 
will never get anywhere without work. 
I never knew.a young man that was 
worth five cents that wouldn't work, 
and even occasionally get into trouble 
in his efforts to learn.

Britain Is Crowded; 


Keeps Careful Record 
on Entry of Aliens 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] 
LONDON, Dec. 13.—Despite the fre- 
quently recurring cries of alarm at 
Britain's over population, immigration 
statistics recently published reveal that 
alien visitors, who become absorbed 
into the population, are responsible 
for part of the increase. 

Thus, as against 364,775 aliens who 
landed ‘in Great Britain during the 
nine months ending Sept. 30, 1928, 
there were only 348,685 embarked dur- 


ing the same time. Allowing for the 
1,534 who were refused permission to 
land, there is left a balance of 14,556 
foreigners who, for one reason or an- 
other, decided not ba move on. 


When it is veiieiubinrsn that the 
registration and control of aliens in 
Great Britain is as strict as in prac- 
tically any other country in the world, 
and that it is only after much ex- 
plaining and promising that aliens are 
allowed to remain at all, it becomes 
apparent that the above figures are 
exceptionally large. 

Although the United States has con- 
tributed by far the largest number of 
visitors to these shores during the 
three months ending Sept. 30, there 
were many more Americans who left 
the country during the same period. 
As against 70,605 landed, there were 
81,490 embarked, and thirty-five re- 
fused permission to land. 

France followed America, in the 
number of citizens who entered Bri- 
tain during the same three months. 
There were 24,127 Frenchmen landed, 
and 23,097 embarked, forty-two having 
been refused permission to land. Since 
the departures during the months of 
July, August and September normally 
are more numerous than the arrivals, 
this would indicate that France has 
contributed about 1,000 persons to 
the British population. 


The same holds true of the- Scan- 
dinavian countries, including Den- 
mark, whose subjects arrived to the 
number of -8,758, while 8,518 departed, 
seventy-one having been refused ad- 
mission. Germany ranks third in the 
number of visitors sent to this coun- 
try, ‘supplying 16,823 during those 
three months, as against 17,358 who 
departed. 

American citizens landed in Great 
Britain to the number of 32,990 in 
July, 25,855 in August, and 11,760 in 
September. Departures were 29,002 
in July, 29,906 in August, and 22,582 
in September. Fifteen were refused 
permission to land in July, eleven in 
August, and nine in September.

She has just 
finished a course at Oxford and is en- 
tering her first excavation work. 

Miss Caton-Thompson’s instructions 
from the British association are to ex- 
amine the ruins in Rhodesia, partic- 
ularly in Zimbabwe, to discover in- 
formation concerning the date, char- 
acter, and source of culture of the 
builders.

Methodists Plan for 
Larger Pensions for 
Retired Ministers 

A proposal to put the entire pension 
system of the Methodist Episcopal 
church on a scientific, permanent 
basis, with an increase in pensions, 
was discussed yesterday at a special 
meeting of ‘the general conference 
committee of the board of pensions 
and relief at the La Salle hotel. 

The commission, explained Bishop 
Edgar Blake, Indianapolis, chairman 
of the pension plan commission, is 
considering a plan to put the pension 
system on a reserve fund basis. Each 
church then would pay into a general 
fund a proportion of its minister’s 
salary, the amount to accrue to the 
benefit of that minister. The minister 
likewise would contribute a part of his 
salary to a separate fund which also 
would accrue to his benefits. 

“The sum of the two funds we ex- 
pect to provide the minister with a 
pension amounting to one-half of his 
salary received in his earlier active 
life,”” Bishop Blake declared. 

_ Although the new proposals may be 
put into operation soon, they will not 
be formally acted upon until the gen- 
eral conference in 1932. In the last 
four years that denomination has con- 
tributed $12,600,000 to the support of 
3,500 retired ministers and “their fam-: 
ilies, Bishop Blake announced.

This move to increase the mobility 
and firs power of this country’s land 
fighting forces is expected to result 
eventually in a radical change in the 
organization of the American army 
through the substitution of machines 
for. man power on a scale undreamed 
of a few years ago. 

Action was taken by the war depart- 
ment on the recommendation of the 
department’s special machine develop- 
ment board, appointed several months 

 ggo to explore the possibilities of arm- 
ored motorized units in modern battle. 

The board, headed by Col. Charles 
S. Lincoln, visualized the substitution 
of fast, powerfully armed machine 
units for the man power which now 
comprises the assault battalions de 
pended upon to break through enemy 
lines. It warned that machines must 
be adopted on a greater scale in the 
American army or this country’s land 
forces would go down to certain de 
feat in event of a war. 


Gensider Force of 2,000 Men. 


Steps immediately to build up a 
machine striking force composed of 
2,000 “men armed with modern tanks, 
eross country cars. ammunition carts 
cargo carriers, and cross country ma- 
chines for the quick transportation 
of infantrymen and artillery over all 
kinds of terrain, were recommended 
by the board. If the first of such ex- 
perimental units were successful then 
others would be organized and incor- 
porated in the army to the extent ex- 
perience showed them to be practi- 
cable. 

Secretary Davis said the board's rec- 
ommendations would be in part 
adopted and congress will be asked 
to include sufficient funds in the 1931 
budget to purchase one-third of the 
equipment for the armored force All 
the equipment which would include 
100 light, fast tanks, would be pur- 
chased in three years. 

The board hag recommended that 
the material be purchased in three in- 
stallments, the first to be authorized 
by the present congress for acquisi- 
tions in 1930. A threatened deficit 
this year caused the war department 
to delay the modernization program 
one year. Unless congress moves to 
speed up the action it will be several | 
years before the army is placed on a 
machine basis which will give it the 
striking power recommended by the 
experimental board. 

First Steps Since War. 

Today’s pronouncement by Secretary 
Davis marked the first steps since the 
war by the army high command to 
modernize American land forces. The 
possibility was advanced today that 
many cavalry units, as now organized, 
would eventually be replaced by motor 
units of high fire power and mobility. 
High war department officials admitted 
that the development of the war ma-. 
chine had raised the question of
